IN SPEEDY TRIAL 


~ Justice for Slayers of 
Truck Farmer, 


JUBGE CALLED FROM DINNER 


Hears Decision Jury Arrived at After | 


Two Hours and a Half 
Deliberation. 


Thirty-nine days ago, on Oct. 20, Frank 
Guelzow, a young truck farmer, was mur- 
dered in a lonely spot at Peterson and Lin- 
coln avenues. Last night, after two and a 
half hours’ deliberation, a jury returned a 
verdict of guilty .as to all of the six men 
charged with the crime. Four were sen- 
tenced to be hanged and two were given life 
sentences in the penitentiary. 

The case establishes a record for swift _ 
tice in Cook county. 

The men doomed to the gallows are: 

Ewald Shiblawsaki, 24 years old. 

Frank Shiblawski, Ewald’s brother, 
21 years old. 

Philip Sommerling, Frank Shibaw- 
eki’s brother-in-law, 34 years old. 

Thomas Schults, 19 years old. 


‘The two sentenced to the penitentiary for 
life are: 
Leo Suchomski, 16 years old. 
Frank Kita, 16 years old, 
Chronology Shows Speed. 
A chronology of the events leading up to 
the conviction, showing the speed with which

Judge Called from Banquet. 

The jury retired at 6:30 o'clock last night. 

Shortly before 8 o'clock balliffa were notified 
that a verdict had been agreed upon. Judge 
Adelor J. Petit was at a banqyet at the 
Hotel Sherman when word was brought to 
him that the jury had agreed, He left the 
table immediately and jumped into a taxi- 
cab which carried him to the Criminal court 
building. 
_ The defendants by that time all were in 
court. They were all in the deepest de- 
spair, for they had just been hissed and 
jeered out of the county jail by their fellow 
prisoners. 

Even the hardened criminals there resented 
association with these murderers. As the 
six men were led from their cells a chorus of 
boots rang through the corridor. Shouts of 
String them up!" and “ Hang them ’’ came 
from every part of the prison, and the shout- 
ing continued until quelled by Jailer Davies 
and the turnkeys. 

Youth Only Saves Lives. 

. By the time the prisoners arrived the court 
room was filled with spectators. A deep 
silence prevailed. The verdict finding the 
older Shiblawski gullty was read first. As the 
clerk finished, a murmur of approval and 
dissent was heard, but this was soon hushed 
when the verdict condemning his brother to 
a similar fate was read. 

The reading of the second verdict had 
scarcely ended when hysterical shrieks were 
heard in an ante-room where the wives of 
Frank Shiblawski* and Sommerling and 
Ewald Shiblawski’s sweetheart were gath- 
ered. They had not dared to be in court 
when the verdicts were read. The messages 
of death were carried to them by friends. 

Then followed the reaaing of the other ver- 
dicts. When. Kita and Suchomski learned 
their fate they sighed audibly. Their youth 
alone had saved them from the death sen- 
tence. 


Judge Doesn’t Compliment Jury. 

The usual motions for new trial were made 
and the hearing was set for Saturday. Then 
Judge Petit did the unexpected thing by not 
complimenting the jury on their service to 
society. 

The prosecution of Guelzow’s murderers 
was placed by State’s Attorney Wayman in 
the hands of Edward §.' Day and William 
Feindt. They made a special effort to dispose 
of the case speedily. The idea was to estab- 
lish a new record in handling murder cases. 
The widow and the aged father of the slain 
man were in court when the verdicts were 
read. ‘Their faces plainly. showed satisfac- 
tion. 

Guelzow was murdered while on his way 
to the Randolph street market with produce 
from hisjfarm. Kita, Suchomski, and Schuitz 
stopped the horses, Frank Shiblawski and 
Scmmerling pointed pistols at the farmer. 
Kita leaped upon the wagon and snarled: 

“If you don’t get down ru cut your heart 
out.” 

Guelzow came down from the wagon and 
one of the six struck him, knocking him to 
the He pleaded with his assallanté 
to spare bis life. “I have a wife and chil- 
dren,” he begged. “ Take my money, but 
let me go.”

The United Charities of Chicago has issued 
a leafiet outlining its activities during the 
year from Oct. 1. 1910, to Sept. 30, 1911. Dur- 
ing that period 13,352 families were dealt with 
through the nine district offices. Besides 
these 1,876 homeless men and boys were 
dealt with. Gotaing was provides in 422 in- 
stances. 

Through codperation with thie Englewood 
Dental society a dental dispensary is main- 
tained in the stockyardg district. There 898 
children were given 1,685 treatments. 
Through the department of summer outings 
the United Charities participated in 9,000 
outings. In all 1,157 sick babies were given 
epecia! care in nine tent stations, 

Seventy-two children predisposed to tuber- 
culosis were pupile in two open air schools 
where they received special diet and train- 
ing. The baby tents and open alr schools 
have been financed by the Elisabeth McCor- 
mick memorial fund, although condyeted by 
the United Charities, 

Last year the society expended $245,963.68. 
This amount will need to be increased fully 
40 per cent to meet the demands upon the so- 
ciety this year.

Report on a “Zone” Plan. 

During the afternoon the asociation’s ele 
trification committee issued a preliminary 
report, making this same suggestion. and 
also another rf considerable interest—that 
an outer gone be established, within which 
all railroads must electrify. 

Tt is said that the committee's preliminary 
investigations indicated the feasability of 
electrification, and that when’ these early 
findings were presented to the.railroad presi- 
dents they asked fora further inquiry. 

Then the committee engaged Horton G, 
Burt as chief engineer. His etaff for 
assistants has since been augmented by the 
employment of Mtigh Pattison, recently su- 
perintendent of construction for the Penn- 
sylvania Tunnel and Terminal railroad, as 


consulting engineer of the Chicago Junction 
railroad, as terminal engineer; Theodore HL 
Curtis, formerly superintendent of machin- 
ery of the Louisville afid Nashville railroad, 
as mechanical engineer.

Two robbers who drove to the’grocery and 
butcher shop of Joseph Dim, 1016 West Lake 
street, early last evening and robbed the 
cash register of $6 and stole a dozen tur- 
Keys, created more excitement for an hour 
than has been experienced in the Desplaines 
street district in several months.

Butcher Hides in Ice Box. 

“ Give us your money or we will kill you,” 
was his command. 

Dim for a moment was too frightened to 
move, but the woman customer, at the sight 
of the revolvers, fied to the street, shouting 
“Muréer!" Both robbers tried to catch her, 
and this gave Dim an opportunity to run into 
the ice box. 

The thieves did not bother with Dim, but 
took $65 from the cash register, then seized 
a Gozen turkeys and ran to their wagon 
and drove away. 


Ne s Loot Store of Fowl. 

Dim, when the robbers left, ran upstairs to 
hie fiat and, opening a winhdow, shouted 
“ Help, murder, police.” These cries with 
those of the negro woman attracted a score 
of negroes who entered the store and finding 
it unguarded seized the remainder of the 
turkeys and all the chickens and ducks in the 
market. 

Dim from the window above saw his stock 
being carried off and telephoned to the police 
that a murder had been committed. A patrol 
wagon filled with policemen and detectives 
hurried to the scene as the last of the negroes 
was leaving.

One Begs to Be Let off. 

The smaller of the two wept and sald he 
was ruined. He begged to be let off. The 
other appeared surprised and indignant that 
a respectable citizen should be arrésted in 
such a manner. He threatened that some one 
would have to pay for the outrage. Copp, 
however, was insistent and they were taken 
to South Clark street police station, On the 
way, according to Copp, the smaller of the 
two offered him a diamond ring if he would 
let the prisoner off. 

At the station the desk sergeant recognized 
the prisoners. They had been there before. 
They were held on charges of larceny as Ed- 
ward Fay and John Ryan. Neither Mr. 
Copp’s pocketbook nor the dlamondring was 
found when they were searched. 

The next morning Copp says he went to the 
police station to prosecute the case and was 


‘met by the policeman who made the arrest. 


The policeman introduced him to Assistant 
City Attorney W. W. O’Brien, who was to ap- 
pear in behalf of the defendants. Mr. O’Brien 
argued with him to let “ the boys ” off, but he 
insisted en going through with it. 


O’Brien Asks for Continuance, 

When the case was called before Judge 
Walker Mr. 0 Brien asked that tt be coa- 
tinued until Dec. 5, so that the defendants 
could obtain the services of another lawyer.

Economical Housekeeping 
BY JANE EDDINGTON. 
 Serviceable Veal—The Stew. 


HE great cooks of the world have been 

. @evoted to veal, From the veal stock 

they have made many soups and meat 

jellies and with it seasoned many things, 

itself being well seasoned. With the 

meat the veal they have made al] sorts of 
imitations in the nature of entrees. 


The veal bird—served on toast—and the veal | 


olive are two of the !m..ations made of this 
méat which have come into more or less com- 
mon use. 

The veal imftations of chicken will not be so 
popular just now when this meat, except for 
the cheapest cuts, costs as much or more than 
fowl, but there are some people, nevetherless, 
who like a meat salad even though it bear 
the name of “mock chicken.” 

Veal, being a delicate meat, must be delicate- 
ly cooked. It is necessary if it is boiled or 
stewed to take off or “catch” constantly the 

um as soon and ag long as it rises, 

Veal having no great amount of flavor of its 
own, lends itself to sharp, spicy, and sour 
flavors exceptionally well. Lemon juice, spiced 
vinegars, catsup, curry powder, and the strong 
vegetables go well with it, Salads should al- 
ways be served with a roast or a stew of veal; 
and, after the green things, those of cabbage 
and beet are the best. 

Stewed veal is good with curried rice, or 
the veal and rice may be cooked together and 
seasoned with curry powder. 

The poet Gay once put in verse a rather rap- 
turous description of veal stew, ending by de- 
claring it fit for Dean and Chapter. He put 
in his stew salt, pepper, and mace, and many 
herbs—parsley, spinach, endive, lettuce, and 
beet. He put in no water at all, but cooked 
his stew in a pdt set in another of bolling 
water, 

For any meat stew the meat is more palata- 
ble and has more substance if it is first 


‘browned and seared, preferably in hot fat with 


a sliced onion or onion juice. The slices of 
onion need not necessarily be put in the stew, 
and the onion flavor will not be distinguished 
among the other flavors, and yet be a great 
addition to the total seasoning. 

The following recipes have been furnished 
by various "people and therefore show some- 
thing of the variety that may be secured in so 
simple a thing as a veal stew, 

Veal Stew with Wax- Beans,—Cut a pound 
and a half of stewing veal into small squares, 
wagh, sauté in a little butter or dripping, add 
one onion and oné carrot, each cut in small 
pieces, with seasonings, and stew one jour. 
Add wax beans which nave been’ cleaned and 
broken and stew one hour longer. A piece of 
butter’ braided with an equal amount of flour 
will add to the flavor and thicken the gravy. 

Veal Stew No. L—Grease a steel skillet and 
when hot add pieces of veal and sear. When 
the pieces are well browned cover’ them with 
hot water and turn into kettle with a sliced 
Onion. Cover closely after adding salt and 
pepper and simmer two hours. Dumplings: 
One and a half cups of flour, teaspoon each 
of baking powder and salt, milk to make a 
stiff dough. Drop in spoonfuls into stew, 
cover closely and boil ten minutes. Thicken 
the gravy and pour it over all. 


‘ 

Veal Stew IIL.—At the upper end of the veal 
shank is a solid piece of flesh which butchers 
cut off before splitting the rest of that part of 
the shank into soup bones, This they call the 
“duck” or “goose neck.” For stewing it is 
much better than the usual shoulder cuts be- 
cause it has no bone or waste, but is solid, lean 
meat. In buying such a cut always see that a 
plece of suet is included in the purchase, Cut 
one and a half pounds of this veal into two 
inch squares, pour Over it one pint of water 
just below boiling point, add one-half onion, 
and place in covered pan. Cook over a slow 
fire which will just maintain’ boiling tempera- 
ture or in upper part of a steamer. At the 
end of two hours put in with the meat turnips 
cut in quarters and carrots cut in lengthwise 
strips. Season all well with salt and pepper. 
If cooked in a steamer one-half-hour before 
serving add one-half pint’ more of boiling 
water to stew and put in dumplings. Cover 
tightly, increase fire to steam briskly, and do 
not uncover tntil ready to serve, allowing full 
half hour for dumplings to cook. Dumplings: 
One-half,cup of milk, one well beaten egg, one 


-cup flour, one teaspoon baking powder, dash 


of salt. 

Veal Stew IIlIl—Cover one and one-fourth 
pounds of* veal with one quart of bolling 
water. Add one-half onion, salt, pepper, and 
celery tops or a little celery salt if at hand, 
Cook slowly two hours, thicken with two ta- 
blespoons of flour blended with enough cold 
water to make a smooth paste. Then remove 
meat and add biacuit split open. and cook ten 
minutes. Dish with meat tn center of platter,

Gloomy, threatening weather seems to add 
greatly to my misery and further exhaust 
the vitality. It has seemed to me that 
systematic exercise might tone up one and 
gradually overcome this mental torpor. 
Physical strength, however, does not seem 
lacking in my case. What I have tried, mostly 
vigorous walking, does not seem to have any 
noticeabie effect. My work is easy and should 
be pleasant, but does require incentive and 
buoyancy to do with success. It seems to 
me that if I could do something to enable 
me to awaken in the mornings in a cheer- 
ful frame of mind and fortify myself against 
setbacks from weather conditions and from 
many little business annoyances that ehould 
not worry a norma] man, I would soon be 
on the way to rapid recovery.

REPLY. 
In this great group of symptoms that we usually 
call neurasthenia there mty be any one of several 
diseases.

This 
usually means something more than even @ care- 
ful physical examination. It means a search into 
the social environment of the patient. If organic 
disease is eliminated, there remains the nervous 
condition which is more @ state of mind than a 
Prolonged attention to the physical side {s of im- 
portance,. but it must be steady, continuous, and 
prolonged. 
However, the largest factor Is the mental side. 
The curing must be from within. At the last, it 
comes right down to this—the patient must get 
himself in hand and hold on. Mental therapy of 
the different kinds helps to this ¢nd.

INFANTILE PARALYSIS.

of them collapsible, which have almost 
superseded the high cabs in which the little 
ones used to Ito taken on their outings? It 


always has seemed to me that the so-called 


go-carts, because the occupants ride so nfar 
the ground, inhaling, as they must do the dirt 
and dust, and because this class of vehicle is 
rarely fitted with springs and must shake up 
the babies mercilessly, could not be other- 
wise than bad for the young child. Am I 


right?” 
REPLY. 
Infantile paralysis isa germ disease. It has been 
quite prevalent for severa] years. 


The main factor in its spread is the nose secre- 


tion of thore who have had it and who have been 
in contact with it. Few of those who have had 
their noses Infected with the organism get the 
disease. They go about feeling well but capabie 
of spreading it. They are known as curriers. 
It has been held that their nose secretions get 
into the dust, and, fn that way dust -causes it 
Thorough street sprinkling is one of the methods 
used to stop epidemics of the disease. 

Nevertheless, I do not think your suggestions 
are very good. Shaking from lack of springs on 
the buggy can have noeffect. There is practically 
no difference between the amount of dust two 
feet above the ground anc® four feet above, par-

as little dust as a baby carriage. 

The cause of the increasing frequency of infantile 
paralysis is an increasing number of carriers. By 
the way, infantile paralysis—so called—affects peo- 
ple of all ages.

After trying most every way I largely over~- 
came my troubles by eating small meals five 
to six times a day, with usually only two 
foods at a meal—viz.: Eggs and toast, soup 
and bread, meat or fish and bread, and most 
any good food.

REPLY. 

In the main !t ts excellent. The plan of eating 
small meals fs the key to the solution. Five meals 
a day are better than six. I should advise four 
rather than five. The diet given contains too much 
proteid—that is, too much meat and eggs. A man 
of 79 years requires little meat or other high pro- 
teid food. Take more vegetables, fruits, and fats.

Vice Admiral Prince Alexander Lieven, 
who has just been appointed chief of the gen- 
eral staff of the Russian navy, is the officer 
who, commanding the cruiser Diana at the 
outbreak of the war between Russia and 
Japan in 1904, took part in that gallant dash 
out of Port Arthur by the Russian warships 
in harbor, in deference to peremptory instruc- 
tions received from St. Petersburg. It will be 
recalled that the Russian ships were efther 
Griven back into port, damaged almost be- 
yond repair, or else sunk by Admiral Togo. 

Only one of them got away—namely: the 
Diana, owing to the superior seamanship of 
its captain, Prince Alexander Lieven. Fight- 
ing off and escaping the Japanese cruisers 
sent in pursuit, Lieven managed to navigate 
it in safety to the French port of Saigon, 
thousands of miles away. where it was dis- 
mantled in accordance with the requirements 
of the laws of neutrality, to be held until the 
end of the war. ?,

While at Saigon Lieven was joined by his 
wife, who had made her escape from Port 
Arthur, through the tightly drawn Japanese 
lines of the besieging forces, by disguising 
herself asa Chinaman, and under the cover of 
a blinding snowstorm. In fact, her extraor- 
dinary adventures and the romantic features 
of her escape appealed so powerfully to the 
great people at St. Petersburg that they have 
since forgiven her husband for marrying her; 
their former objections to her having been 
due to the fact that she was a divorcee and a 
woman of birth far Inferior to bis own. 

For Alexander Lieven can trace his ances- 
try in an unbroken line to Henry Lieve. who 
was a feudal baron, vassal to the archbishop 
of Riga. in the thirteenth century. The Lie- 
vens owe their title of prince and their prefix 
of “ serene highness "—enjoyed by so few of 
the princely houses of Russia—to the fact that 
the widow of Gen. Count Otto Lieven was 
governess of the children of Czar Paul, and 
that Emperors Alexander I. and Nicholas a 
as well as the Czarovitch Constantine Paulo- 
vitch, who waived his rights of succession to 
the throne In favor of his younger brother, all 
three regarded her as their second mother.

tax—just 1 per cent. 

Now then, if this is the ‘“' poor man’s ” but- 
ter, as the oleomargarine people so loudly 
claim, why do they follow so closely the ad- 
vance in price of butter, which at present 
prices would allow them to nearly double their
